DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

Claims 1-1 1 are objected to because of the following informalities: lines 4-5 contain 
non-idiomatic English. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. Claim 1 recites "a set of configurable parameters related to... and stored as a 
series of addressable tables" but does not recite where they are stored. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

4. Claims 1-2, 4-6, and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by 
Shibata et al. (6,636,326). The color printing system by Shibata et al. teaches plural color 
modules, a processing element associated with each, a set of configurable parameters related to 
each module, and a bus coupled to each module. The parameter includes calibration for the 
print head. 
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5. Claims 1-6 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Zuber 
(6,530,638). The color printing system by Zuber et ai. teaches plural color modules, a processing 
element associated with each, a set of configurable parameters related to each module, and a bus 
coupled to each module (figure 24; column 27, lines 39-62). The parameter includes calibration 
and correction factors for each print engine. The processing element includes a lookup table 
array. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 7-10 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims.
